housing  to  provide  decent  livable , workable  and  pleasing  houses 
water  supplies  and  sewage,  will  engage  the  full  attention  of 
all  your  Officers. 

The  problems  of  safe  milk  becomes  increasingly  pressing  and 
efforts  should  be  made  to  prevent  overlapping  of  function 
between  the  authorities  concerned. 

Reform  and  organisation  are  in  the  air.  Perhaps  as  one  who 
has  had  a  Ring  seat  for  many  years  past,  I  may  be  permitted 
to  put  forward  some  of  the  conclusions  I  have  formed. 

The  aim  of  the  Local  Government  should  be  speed  and  efficiency 
in  execution  of  Parliaments  plans  for  the  better  conditions 
of  life  for  the  people.  The  fewer  the  Departments , Parliaments 
plans  have  to  filter  through  before  reaching  the  Local 
Authorities,  the  less  the  delay,  the  quicker  the  execution. 
Financial  provision  should  be  on  a  generous  scale  from  the 
National  Exchequer  but  free  from  undue  interference  by  the 
Treasury. 

^’'fhatever  happens  to  Roads,  Education,  Electricity,  Police, 
etc,  the  intimate  services,  l.e.  Housing,  Sewage,  Water, 

Milk,  etc,  should  be  left  entirely  to  local  Authorities,  only 
enlarged  where  necessary  to  prevent  duplication  of  services 
to  secure  efficiency  and  sufficient  command  of  material 
services .

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

(a)  MILK  Inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  cowsheds  as  often  as 
possible  and  various  minor  Infringements  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Acts 
and  Orders  were  remedied  by  personal  Interviews  or  the  service  of 
informal  notices. 


(b)  MEAT  &  OTHER  FOODS  The  following  animals,  a  total  of  4919  were 
inspected  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse,  Eastgate,  Bourne 
ddrlng  the  year:-

ll4  lb  s  of  unsound  meat  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed,

Services ,  the  headmasters  and  schoolchildren,  and  the  ready  response 
of  the  householders,  salvage  collections  and  sales  during  the  year 
were  very  satisfactory,  I  am  indebted  to  all  concerned  for  their 
loyal  support.

For  the  year  1941,  salvage  collections 
and  sales  amounted  to  64  tons  19  cwts  37  Ihs 
and  receipts  of  £345, 2, 9d,  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that,  during  1942  both  collections  and 
receipts  were  more  than  trebled,  this  being 
due  largely  to  the  fact  that  two  Salvage  Drives 
took  place  during  the  year, 

DRAINAGE ,  All  complaints  of  nuisances  arising 
from  choked  or  defective  drainage  have  been 
dealt  with  but  many  sewers  are  inadequate  for 
their  purpose.  Sewerage  Schemes  are  required 
for  the  majority  of  the  villages  in  the 
district  in  order  to  obviate  nuisances  caused 
by  piped  sewers  emptying  into  watercourses. 

Watercourses  in  13  parishes  were 
roded  and/or  cleansed  in  1942,
